LIBRARY ARE 


GIVEN TASKS 


Plans for local observance of the 


first National Library Week begin- 
ning March 16 were reviewed by 
members of the board of directors 
of the Adams County Free Library 
Friday evening at a meeting at 
which new circulation peaks were 
reported and standing committees 
for the year were named and 
given immediate assignments. 


President C. P. Keefer presided 


at the meeting and asked the li- 
brarian, Mrs. Mary S. Wilson, to 
review plans for library week ob- 
servance here that will include 
window displays, posters, a radio 
program and other publicity chan- 
nels. 


In her monthly -report, the li- 


brarian said February's snowdrifts 
cut bookmobile routes and total 
criculation for the month but book 
loans at thejmain library were up 
30 per cent over February of last 
year to a new high of 5,192. 


569 Loans In One Day 


Total circulation for February was 


23.520 as compared with 24,686 in 
February of last year but Mrs. Wil- 
son pointed out that some schools 
could not be reached and the dis- 
rupted schedules prevented reports 
being gathered from some of the 
book stations m the county. Despite 
the snows, the bookmobile trips 
reported 17.317 loans in the four- 
week period. 


February saw a new mark set for 


loans in a single day at the main 
library. There were 569 book loans 
one nruesday in February, Mrs. Wil- 
son said, to top all previous records 
for one day's business there.

Statistics show, said Dr. Kenneth 


B. Babcock, commission director, 
that of the 7,000 eligible hospitals 
over 4,500 have applied and of this 
number about 75 per cent are 
accredited.

TO PUSH FIGHT 


ACAINSTREBS 


PARIS CW—Despite deep-seated 
arliamentary discontent w i t h 


Prance's Algerian policy, the N»- 
ional Assembly voted last night 
o intensify the war against the 
Algerian rebels. 


On a vote of confidence In Pre- 


mier Felix Gaillard's government, 
he Assembly approved 286-147 hl« 
evised military budget of 1,300 
jillion francs — more than three 
billion dollars. 


Only a few deputies besides the 


Communists were willing to go on 
ecord against the war budget but 
60 deputies were absent or ab- 
stained, so the vote of approval 
was by a minority of the As- 
sembly. 


Boost Algeria Spending 


The new budget cuts some 95 


billion francs — 226 million dol- 
ars — from other military needs 
o increase spending in Algeria. 
Within the limits ol a trained na- 
ional budget, Gaillard told 
the 


deputies, "we are giving an ab- 
solute priority to the needs of 
pacification (in Algeria)." But, he 
said, there was no money avail- 
able for transfer from nonmilitary 
budgets. 


The additional military 
funds 


will be used to add 28,000 troops 
o forces conducting the 40-month 
old war. The additions will bring 


375,000 soldiers 
the French 


ground force in Algeria, where an- 
other 125,000 airmen and sailors 
are stationed. 


Gaillard asked the deputies to 


hink beyond the simple question 
of military funds. He noted par- 
iamentary uneasiness and said 
his uneasiness might lead to a 
new governmental crisis by dis- 
rupting his shaky coalition.

WFAT THE SHOW JUDGE WANTS

Often dog judges are asked to 


address kennel club meetings on 
"What a Judge Wants of a Dog 
in the Show Ring." 


The organization of those 


speeches, and the details that fill 
them, vary as widely as the 
judges who make them and the 
audiences to which they are ad- 
dressed. But an over-all analysis 
finds that the gist of them all 
boils down finally to this: 


The judge wants every dog that 


enters his ring to be (a) a typi- 
cally representative specimen of 
its breed; (b) in prime physical 
condition; and (c) amiable, alert, 
and well-behaved. 


These are exactly the same re- 


quirements that any responsible 
one-dog owner wants his house- 
hold guardian or family pet to 
fulfill, 
whether 
there 
is. any 


chance that the dog will ever see 
a show or not. 


Even if the family dog is a 


crossbred so it cannot fulfill tie 
judge's 
requirement 
"fa)." this 


dog's owners want it to be a 
pleasure ;o the beholder's eye: to 
be healthy, clean, alert and mus- 
cularly sound with its coat in 
prime condition: and its behavior 
not the sort that disgraces the 
family it lives wi*h. 


Ordinary daily care and atten- 


tion — almost exactly similar to 
that which the children in aay 
normal family receive—is enough 
to assure that any household dog 
will fuJlfill those requirements. 


But. sad to note, statistics main- 


tained by the National Dog Wel- 
fare Guild indicate there are mil- 
lions of doss in the country who 
just aren't getting that needed 
care. And a-> a result they are 
neither a credit to their owners, 
their breed nor themselves. 


Unfortunately a dog can't care 


for himsclJ.

audiences to which they are ad­ 
dressed. But an over-all analysis 
finds that the gist of them all 
boils down finally to this: 
The judge wants every dog that 
enters his ring to be (a) a typi­ 
cally representative specim en of 
its breed; tb> in prim e physical 
condition; and (c) am iable, alert, 
and well-behaved. 
These are exactly the sam e re ­ 
quirem ents 
that 
any responsible 
one-dog ow ner wants his house- 
i hold guardian or fam ily pet to 
fulfill, 
w hether 
there 
is 
any 
! chance that the dog will ever see 
a show or not. 
Even if 
the fam ily dog 
is 
a 
crossbred so it cannot fulfill the 
judges 
requirem ent 
“ (a),” 
this 
dog’s owners 
w ant 
it 
to 
be 
a 
pleasure to the beholder’s eye; to 
be healthy, clean, alert and m us­ 
cularly sound 
with 
its 
coat 
in 
prim e condition; and its behavior 
not 
the sort that disgraces the 
fam ily it lives with. 
O rdinary daily care and atten ­ 
tion — alm ost exactly sim ilar to 
that which 
the children 
in anv 
norm al fam ily receive—is enough 
to assure that any household dog 
will ilk lf ill those requirem ents. 
But, sad to note, statistics m ain­ 
tained by the National Dog Wel­ 
fare Guild indicate there are m il­ 
lions of dogs in the country who

With the first signs of spring 
the first outdoors job that can be 
done is the 
lawn clean-up 
pro­

You should remove trash 
accumulated 
from 
winter winds, 
and leaves that have blo wn on the 
lawn and matted down. 


Use c u t in selection of the rake 
for spring clean-up. If turf is dense ; 
Use a flexible toothed leaf rake j 
that w’ill not pull grass plants out | 
of 
the 
soil. 
Every 
grass 
plant | 
raked out may be replaced by a 
weed. 
If bare or thin areas are to be 
reseeded, rake those areas enough. 
to produce some loose soil on the 
surface. 
° n these areas a rig id ; 
toothed garden rake can be used. 
Reseed areas as soon as they are 
raked out.

is sow-n, 
lightly rake the areas to mix the 
seed in the soil.

CHAPPAQUA. N. Y. — Winter 
is practically over; spring is al­ 
most here. A look at the thermom­ 
eter 
may 
not indicate this, and 
there may be feet of snow and 
inches of ice on Hie ground and 
sheathing the trees and shrubs. 
But the shortest day of the year 
has passed, and we are moving 
into the new season. The plants — 
which may look deceptively asleep 
— are com ing to life with spring 
not far away. The time has com e 
when we can even speed up the 
arrival of warm weather by m ak­ 
ing a little spring in our houses. 
Cut a few branches from spring 
blooming trees and shrubs — for­ 
sythia 
Is 
the 
easiest 
but 
apple 
branches arc lovely, too — and 
bring them inside for forcing. 


Take bud 
branches which will 
need pruning anyway, so as not 
to spoil the shape of the yHant. 
After pruning, m ake a slanting cut 
with a sharp knife at the base of 
the stem (to give the branch as 
much drinking surface as possible) 
and place in a container of tepid 
water. 
Keep in a dark 
warmish 
(not hot) spot for a few days, and 
then bring them out into the light 
to blossom. 
Thorough Soaking 
If you are in a hurry — and 
have an adequate supply of bath­ 
tubs — the 
buds start to swell 
sooner lf the branches can be given 
a thorough full-length soaking in 
tepid water. 
This forcing 
process need 
not 
be confined 
m erely to flowering 
shrubs and trees: one may also 
force delicate 
pussy 
willow and 
handsome red maple branches, to 
Mention but two of many, many 
possibilities. 
The m ain requirem ent is that the 
branches selected be heavily bud­ 
ded 
— 
just take 
a 
close 
look. 
Incidentally, a charm ing terrarium 
can be made — in a fish bowl, 
preferably — by using such m ate­ 
rial. If sm all trees are wanted, 
cut twigs, peel the balk off the 
ends and crush the ends lightly 
with a ham m er.

beans and peas become Infected 
with disease that may cause se­ 
vere losses In the next year's crop. 
To avoid lasses growers should ob­ 
tain bean and pea seed that has 
been grown in the drier regions of 
the West. Such seed should not be 
infected with anthracnose and bac­ 
terial 
blight 
or 
other 
common 
diseases. Most home grown pota­ 
toes become 
infested 
with yiru* 
diseases and may also contain other 
serious disease 
pathogens 
Certi­ 
fied potato seed is usually almost 
free of any disease that may pro­ 
duce 
yields, 
because 
certified 
growers remove and destroy 
dis­ 
ease plants and take other special 
m easures to keep the crop free of 
disease The potato crops in Penn­ 
sylvania are certified by a state 
inspector 
as 
complying 
with 
the 
minimum requirem ents for disease 
infestation. 
Tile 
producer of 
early 
lambs 
has more problem s than the sheep­ 
man who plans lam bing sason for 
warm 
weather. But the 
selling 
price of early lam bs usually ju s­ 
tifies those extra problems, pro­ 
vided they can be solved. 
Bad luck during lambing season 
is all too often the result of poor 
m anagem ent and lack of prepara­ 
tion. 
Even 
though sheep can 
stand 
considerable cold, they still need 
a 
well-bedded 
barn, free 
from 
drafts 
and 
damp 
floors, 
when 
lambs 
are 
dropped 
during 
the 
winter. It Is best to be on hand 
in person, to insure a good lamb 
crop. Lam bs may need help, or 


springtim e into a sunny place in 
the house. Incidentally these little 
cuttings often will sprout roots and 
may be set out in the garden later. 
Speeding Spring 
While on the su bject of speeding 
springtim e, try forcing lily-of-the- 
valley pips. Cut out a frozen pad 
of pips from the garden, bring them 
in to a warm dark place, 
keep 
them moist and then set them in a 
sunny window when growth starts. 
Lest we ignore com pletely the 
benefits of winter, why not give 
the house plants a treat by using 
soft rainw ater on them for aw'hile. 
I t s easy: Ju st m elt some clean, 
fresh-fallen snow into containers, 
allow’ it to reach room tem pera­ 
ture and water with this. W ater 
the plants, that is, unless you are 
inspired to give yourself and the 
children one of those highly touted 
rain-water shampoos.

can ’t get a full night’s sleep and 
expect to wean a big lamb crop. 
Get newly-born lambs dry quick, 
ly, and their stom achs full of milk, 
Put the lamb >\nd its mother In a

lambs, and 
the ewe can be fed 
more carefully. The ewe ought to 
get very little grain for the first 
two or three days. 
“ Acce** To A Creep’’ 
When the lambs reach two weeks

creep, where you can feed them 
a simple grain mixture until pas­ 
ture is ready in the spring 
Pro­ 
vide the creep with openings about 
eight to ten inches wide. P lace it 
in a sunny corner of the barn or 
shed. Give the lambs all the grain 
they will eat. and some choice hay 
that has been saved especially fur 
them. 
Check your bees ax soon as th* 
weather 
permits. 
The 
prolonged 
cold spell this winter, after th* 
short honey crops last fall In some 
areas, wnll find many bees weak or 
low on food. 
Clean out the opening and see 
that 
there is sufficient food. 
A 
colony will need at least two fram es 
of food in reserve at all tim es. 
Feeding of sugar syrup may b* 
done at any time the bees are fly­ 
ing or when the outside tem per­ 
ature is above 50 degrees F. Dry 
granulated sugar may be fed at 
any time, but some moisture must 
be present for the bees to m ake 
efficient use of the sugar. Some 
beekeepers place Just a few drop* 
of water on the edge of the sugar 
to give the bees a start. 
Stim ulating feeding is a big help 
in building a strong colony for the 
early honey flows from locust and 
tulip poplar as well as for pollina­ 
tion 
Start this feeding about six 
weeks before the bees are needed 
or about the middle of March. Use 
a sugar syrup made up of two 
parts sugar to one part water by 
volume. This feeding is done wheth­ 
er or not the colony has food. 
Check 
colonies which 
m ay 
be 
dead. 
If the colony has died of 
disease, there is a good possibility 
of spreading the disease through 
robbing. E ither close these colonies 
or carry them into a close build­ 
ing. Clean the diseased equipment 
and destroy the combs. 
Have 
extra 
equipment 
ready; 
early brood rearing and very early- 
minor honey flows will cause the 
colony 
to 
become 
crowded 
and, 
possibly to swarm. 
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Great Outdoors Man Masters Fire Making 
Without Smoke, Sweat Or Tears Says Scribe

Primitive man is supposed to 


have discovered fire by tossing 
a rock at a dinosaur, missing 
striking another rock and setting 
off a huge conflagration with the 
resulting spark. 


Several 
thousand 
years 
later, 


outdoor man — the civilized fel- 
low tossing matches by the book 
load into a barbecue pit — won- 
ders if it ever was that easy 


Starting a fire, a problem that 


has tried the patience of cave- 
men, explorers, Boy Scouts and 
backyard chefs down through the 
ages, has a l w a y s been such a 
formidable task that one wonders 
xvhether arsonists aren't the best 
paid members of the underworld 


Even the Boy Scouts have sur- 


rendered to the realities of the 
situation and rolled back their old 
S e c o n d Class requirement that 
called for starting a fire with only 
two matches. 


But at last relief is in sight. In- 


ventors have come to the rescue 
and solved a .problem that stone 
age man is supposed to have dis- 
posed of before the dawn of his- 
tory. 


Homemakers who despaired of 


ever getting a part-time job in a 
blast furnace because of their in- 
eptitude at starting a fire can 
find comfort in a variety of do-it- 
yourself fire - making aids. Hap- 
pily, none of them involves rub- 
bing sticks together. 


Kindling: No Problem 


For a small investment, a fel- 


low can procure an imposing ar- 
ray 
of 
incendiary implements 


guaranteed to set his hearth to 
blazing and his barbecue pit to 
roaring. 


First, there's the matter of kin- 


dling wood. No need to dash about 
the backyard picking up twigs, 
old berry boxes and empty Scotch 
crates when several manufactur- 
ers now offer "concentrate kin- 
dling wood" at 49 cents a pack- 
age. The stuff is guaranteed to 
go up like a strawberry box, 
which also sells for about 49 cents, 


strawberries included. 


And forget about old newspa- 


pers, too. The Cape Horn 
fire 


lighter, in the opinion of its man- 
ufacturer, "eliminates the use of 
paper" and thereby qualifies as 
the "perfect companion for fire- 
place and barbecue pit." 


Except for its gleaming brass 


finish, the Cape Horn item looks 
suspiciously like a locomotive en- 
gineer's oil can. It accomplishes 
its combustible purpose by squirt- 
ing kerosene on your kindling. 


If your fire still refuses to light, 


it's time to try a soapstone fire 
starter, a torch-like affair 
that 


looks like the original flaming 
shaft. The idea is to light the 
fire starter, hold it aloft for a 
moment shishka-bob fashion to 
get a good flame working, then 
thrust it into the middle of your 
kindling. 


Flame Comes to Life 


Failing that, you can proceed 


to an electric fire starter that is 
supposed to ignite your charcoal 
briquettes almost on contact 


Now, 
at last, a spark has been 


struck and a flame is leaping to 
life. Or at least we hope so. The 
next step is to keep it going. Since 
chemists define fire as the rapid 
combinations of oxygen with oth- 
er matter, there is a compelling 
need to rapidly bring more oxy- 
gen into the fireplace. 


But no need to blow your brains 


out or wear out your arm fan- 
ning the flames. Aeain several of 
necessity's ingenious offspring are 
on hand to help you. There is, for 
instance, the "blopoke." a long 
brass tube resembling a 
glass 


blower's rod. You puff gently into 
the tube and a virtual hurricane 
whirls out the other end. 


If that doesn't do the trick, you 


replace your own breath with a 
synthetic product emitted from a 
battery - operated fire blower, 
which looks amazingly like a wom- 
an's hair dryer. In fact, there's 
no reason why you can't haul out 
the little woman's hair dryer on a 
long extension cord or hook up 
the blower on the vacuum cleaner.

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Cleaning Lawn Of Accumulation 
Of Winter Debris Is First Job 
Of Spring .Urges County Agent 


By FRANK S. ZETTLE 


Adams County Farm Agent 


With the first signs of spring 


the first outdoors job that can be 
done is the lawn clean-up pro- 
gram. You should remove trash 
accumulated from winter winds, 
and leaves that have blo-vn on the 
lawn and matted down. 


Use car to selection of the rake 


for spring clcan-up. If turf Is dense 
ttse a flexible toothed leaf rake 
that will not pull grass plants out 
of the soil. Every grass plant 
raked out may be replaced by a 
•weed. 


If bare or thin areas are to be 


reseeded, rake those areas enough 
to produce some loose soil on the 
surface. On these areas a rigid 
toothed garden rake can be used. 
Reseed areas as soon as they are 
raked out. When seed is sown, 
lightly rake the areas to mix the 
seed in ttte soil. The areas reseed- 
ed can be rolled with a light 
roller to firm the soil around the 
seed. 


Early Seeding Important 


Early seeding is important, so 


make seeding in March, or earlier, 
if soil conditions permit. If a seed- 
bed can be prepared and seeded 
In late February or March the 
new grass plants will be able to 
develop into mature plants resist- 
ant to the hot dry summer weath. 
Lawn seeds sown in late May or 
early June seldom produce mature 
grass plants. These late seeded 
grass plants are still seedling 
plants when the hot dry weather 
arrives. Weeds, because they grow 
rapidly at that season, crowd out 
the seedling grass plants. 


Tree seedlings must be kept 


moist from the time they leave 
the nursery until they are plant- 
ed, 


A good root system is essential 


to successful planting and, unless 
ca-re is taken, roots dry out very 
rapidly and are injured. 


Water Seedlings 


With an upsurge of tree plantr 


ing under the soil bank conserva- 
tion reserve plan and other state 
and federal programs to encour- 
age rebuilding of forest reserves, 
many land owners without pre- 
vious experience will be planting 
trees 
this spring. These new 


foresters should water seedlings 
immediately 
when they arrive 


from the nursery and plant them 
as soon as possiible. Stored in a 
cool place and kept moist, they will 
remain 
in 
good condition 
for 


several days. 


Seedlings that must be kept for 


more 
than four or 
five days 


should be "heeled in" in moist 
soil. To do this, dig an open 
V-shaped trench. Then 
open the 


bundle of trees and spread the 
roots out along one side of the 
trench. Fill in with soil so all 
roots are covered and drench with 
water. Stamp down the soil for a 
firm covering and keep moist un- 
til planting. 


On planting day, be sure to keep 


the roots covered with a damp 
material like wet moss, or keep 
them submerged in a puddle or 
bucket. Never allow the roots to 
be exposed to sun or wind, even 
for an hour. 


Utilize Pasture 


Many beef cattle feeders are 


utilizing pasture in their feeding 
programs. How the cattle are fed 
this winter will help determine 
the economy of pasture gams next 
spring and summer. 


Cattle, headed for pasture in 


spring should be fed primarily on 
roughage this winter to gain about 
one to one and a ^-alf pounds daily. 
Greater gains than this caused by 
heavy winter feeding will result 
in lowei gains on pasture. Cattle 
carrying 
considerable 
condition 


when turned on pasture do not 
respond to pasture like lean cattle 
wintered for growth but not for 
finish. 


Half-fed cattle frequently gain 


little or nothing the first few- 
weeks on pasture unless grain is

long Closet 


In the entry hall, which leads from 


the front door to the living room, 
there is an unusually long coat 
closet that can easily hold guests' 
hats, coats, etc., in addition to all 
your family's stormy weather equip- 
ment.

Zettle Warns Against Use Of 


Home-grown Seeds; Diseases 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY

CHAPPAQUA, N. Y. — Winter 


is practically over; spring is al- 
most here. A look at the thermom- 
eter may not indicate this, and 
ihere may be feet of snow and 
inches of ice on the ground and 
sheathing the trees and shrubs. 


But the shortest day of the year 


has passed, and we are rawing 
into the new season. The plants — 
which may look deceptively asleep 
— are coming to life with spring 
not far away. The time has come 
when we can even speed up the 
arrival of warm weather by mak- 
ing a little spring in our houses. 
Jut a few branches from spring 
blooming trees and shrubs — for- 
sythia is the easiest but apple 
>ranches arc lovely, too — and 
sring them inside for forcing. 


Take bud branches which will 


need pruning anyway, so as not 
to spoil the shape of the riant. 
After pruning, make a slanting cut 
with a sharp knife at the base of 
the stem (to give the branch as 
much drinking surface as possible) 
and place in a container of tepid 
water. Keep in a dark warmish 
(not 
hot) spot for a few days, and 


then bring them out into the light 
to blossom. 


Thorough Soaking 


If you are in a hurry — and 


have an adequate supply of bath- 
tubs — the buas start to swell 
sooner if the branches can be given 
a thorough full-length soaking in 
tepid water. 


This forcing process need not 


be confined merely to flowering 
shrubs and trees: one may also 
force delicate .pussy willow and 
handsome red maple branches, to 
riention but two of many, many 
possibilities. 


The main requirement is that the 


branches selected be heavily bud- 
ded — just take a close look. 
Incidentally, a charming terrarium 
can be made — in a fish bowl, 
preferably — by using such mate- 
rial. If small trees are wanted, 
cut twigs, peel the bark off the 
ends and crush the ends lightly 
with a hammer.

vere losses in the next year's crop. 
To avoid losses growers should ob- 
tain bean and pea seed that has 
been grown in the drier regions of 
the West. Such seed should not be 
infected with anthracnose and bac- 
terial blight or other common 
diseases. Most home grown pota- 
toes become infested with 
diseases and may also contain other 
serious disease pathogens. Certi- 
fied potato seed is usually almost 
free of any disease that mav pro- 
duce 
yields, 
because 
certified 


growers remove and destroj dis 


they may become chilled. You 
can't get a full night's deep and 
expect to wean a big lamb crop.

Bad luck during lambing season 


is all too often the result of poor 
management and lack of prepara- 
tion. 


Even though sheep can stand 


considerable cold, they still need 
a 
-well-bedded barn, 
free 
from 


drafts 
and damp 
floors, when 


Ismbs are dropped during 
the 


winter. It is best to be on hand 
in person, to insure a good lamb 
crop. Lambs may need help, or 


springtime into a sunny place in 
the house. Incidentally these little 
cuttings often will sprout roots and 
may be set out in the garden later. 


Speeding Spring 


While on the subject of speeding 


springtime, try forcing lily-of-the- 
valley pips. Cut out a frozen pad 
of pips from the garden, bring them 
in to a warm dark place, keep 
them moist and then set them in a 
sunny window when growth starts. 


Lest we ignore completely the 


benefits of winter, why not give 
the house plants a treat by using 
soft rainwater on them for awhile. 
It's easy: Just melt some clean, 
fresh-fallen snow into containers, 
allow it to reach room tempera- 
ture and water with this. Water 
the plants, that is, unless you are 
inspired to give yourself and the 
children one of those highly touted 
rain-water shampoos. 


in a sunny corner of the barn or 
shed. Give the lambs all the grain 
they will eat, and some choice hay 
that has been saved especially for 
them. 


Check your bees as soon as th« 


weather permits. The prolonged 
cold spell this winter, after the 
short honey crops last fall in some 
areas, will find many bees weak or 
low on food. 


Clean out the opening and see 


that there is sufficient food. 'A 
colony will need at least two frames 
of food in reserve at all times! 
Feeding of sugar syrup may b« 
done at any time the bees are fly- 
ing or when the outside temper- 
ature is above 50 degrees F. Dry 
granulated sugar may be fed at 
any time, but some moisture must 
be present for the bees to make 
efficient use of the sugar. Some 
beekeepers place just a few drops 
of water on the edge of the sugar 
to give the bees a start. 


Stimulating feeding is a big help 


in building a strong colony for the 
early honey flows from locust and 
tulip poplar as well as for pollina- 
tion. Start this feeding about six 
weeks before the bees are needed 
or about the middle of March. Use 
a sugar syrup made up of two 
parts sugar to one part water by 
volume. This feeding is done wheth- 
er or not the colony has food. 


Check colonies which may be 


dead. If the colony has died of 
disease, there is a good possibility 
of spreading the disease through 
robbing. Either close these colonies 
or carry them into a close build- 
ing. Clean the diseased equipment 
and destroy the combs. 


Have extra equipment ready; 


early brood rearing and very early 
minor honey flows will cause the 
colony to become crowded and, 
possibly, to swarm.

of this tendency

contained in the February, 1958, 
issue of the National Food Situa- 
tion published by the U. S .Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which shows 
that per capita consumption of 
fresh vegetables has declined from 
120.4 
pounds during the 
1947-49 


base period to 106 pounds for the 
year 1957. Canned vegetables dur- 
ing tins same period increased 
from 39 2 pounds to 43 5 pounds. 


Fresh vegetables that cost a 


dollar during the 
1947-49 base 


period were selling at prices about 
one-third higher after the Florida 
freeze, but the canned vegetables 
which cost the housewife a dollar 
in the base period were selling at 
only S1.06 last month. 


"Thus her outlay of money for 


that particular vegetable is actually 
less than it was before the price 
of the fresh went up. Consequently, 
the cost of food may actually have 
gone down rather than up as a 
result of the Florida 
freeze,"
